THE POSSIBLE FUTURE OF AFRICA. 
It is. not unlikely that the most moment- 
ous changes on the face of the earth in the 
next half century will occur on the conti- 
nent of Africa. Civilized nations are getting 
out of patience with its obstinate barbarism 
and making preliminary assaults on all 
sides that must sooner or later break down 
‘the barrier,that has from. the beginning.of 
time guarded the mysteries of the interior 
and kept out the regenerating influences of 
civilization. Science. is eager to know the 
secrets of its geography, its geology, its zool- 
ogy, its ethnology, and governments and 
learned societies are ready to promote and 
push on its investigations.

"We stayers at home are naturally envious 
at this season of those of our compatriots who 
abroad. We that are bound to

or pressing éngagements, Whatwe do ts al- 
ways based On reason. It is the conduct of 
others which smacks of folly. 

It ls @ peculiarity of our race that we want to 
do too many things, particularly in travel. We 
are seldom satisfied to see ong, ot two, or three 
countries during a single tour. We are bent on 
embracing ‘at least Great’ Britain, France, 
Switzerland, a good part. of .Germany,. and 
Austria in three months, and if we have twe or 
three more months, of: including Italy, Spain, 
Belgium, Holland, and Scandinavia We like 
to tell in how short a time we have dashed 
through lands crowded with history, scenery, 
and “art; that we have seen. é 
ehh bree ae adua, 
Verona, and Milan in just twenty days) No 
body knows Paris and London better than we. 
and we have never spent 6m hour more than s 
week in both cities. Can any one, we think, 
exceed this? And we wipe our brow, remem- 
bering the perspiration into which we were nat- 
urally thrown. by .our extraordinary exertion, 
and flatter ourselves that next time we shall 
take things more leisurely. But next time re- 
peats the previous time.“ We seem unable to go 
slowly, to be deliberate, to give ourselves to re- 
flection and stady. Impatience, intensity, and 
precipitation are in our blood, and nothing less 
than death will cure them. 

Americans undoubtedly: see, learn, and. par- 
tiaily digest » great déal in fheir ‘travels, 
much more than the people of other nations 
usually do in» the same time. But they burn 
their candle at both ends; their mental and 
nervous strain, their severe tax on strength and 
energy, teil on them more than they are aware. 
In going abroad for change and reét, they defeat 
the very end they have in view by the vastness 
and variety of their performance, When they 
sail to foreigag shores for « Summer vacation, 
they betieve and they say that they shall go to 
some quiet place and remain most of the time, 
with a few little trips, perhaps, here and there, 
to prevent stagnation... But when they reach 
the quiet place—if they ever do—it is likely to 
be London or’ Paris, Nice, or Monaco—they 
weary of it at once, and declare they cannot 
endure such dullness. - Nobody to talk. to, 
nothing to occupy them, no excitement of any 
sort. Itiv insufferable. So they rush’off tone 
eity and then to another and another, doing 
hundreds of miles a day, sitting up most of the 
night, and getting themselves into such a state 
of excitement and fatigue that. they begin to 
‘feel very much as they feel at home. 

This .is the impetuous, restless American 
adjusting himself to his abnormal condition. 
He.is a unique animal. . Quietness tires him; 
work worries him; pleasure wears him out. 
He can get anything but rest; he can achieve 
any Tesult short of contentment. He is 
conscious himself of whats. atrain and drain
